W'e saw ratlier an in dif- 
fireiit ho.xing (irograiii decided one evening and also 
visited many of the otlier <dd liaimts. luit eiieonnter- 
ed mostly new faces. TIm‘ city itself has ‘eleaned 
up' eonsideralily and sliows inimeriius improvements. 
■Vs an added atiraetion Hie tiranewald and St. 
Cliarles hotels iiolh have aflerniMm and evening 
dancing for the pnhiie. .Man.v Chicagoans will n-» 
donht he going sviiith sliortl.v’ and 1 would advis-- 
making yoiir travelling reservations early, as all 
trains were paekevl. 

••Crossing to Havana from New Orleans, Hie gulf 
was as smiHdli as a liilliaril talile and the aeeomnio 
lint ions and service lexeeid the cuisine 1. on laiard 
Hie st<-amer compared favorably witli any t>f Hie 
oix-an liners on whii-h 1 traveileil ns-i-ntly in tonr- 
ing tlie worl-l. .Uioiil forl.v Inilirs is eonsiinied in 
making Hie trin a-id tin- fare langes from twent.v- 
tive to fortv dolhirs. Tlie expense of shipping a 
horse eitlier way is Imt S1.5. no uttendunt licing 
required. 

•'Tile arehiteetnie and laying out of tile city of 
Hiivana is deeidedl.v on the order of the cities of 
siiutliern Knriqie, exeeid that Havana is nnieh 
el.-aner and more sanitary tliaii most of them, 'nie 
.\meriean military handling of Manila has not ae 
eomplished nearly ns iinieli as with Harana. llow- 
ever. tlie Havana lintels are not as good as those 
at .Manila and otlier isunts in tlie fur east and 
Kuriqie. 

" •CnrI.v' Rrown lias on more tliaii one oceasioii 
and in more ways tlian one demonstrateil that lie 
is g man of eonrage and he deserves to suceetKl in his 
latest nudertaking. for he lias transformed, almost 
as if liy magic, the toughest looking sjiot you could 
imagine into wltat will Ih-. wlien eonipieted. one ot 
tile prettiest and hest equippeil racing plants I have 
ever seen. Every modern ttppliHiiee and convenience 
f<q- tile piildie. tlie iiettors, the layers and tlie 
liorsenien is tieing installed. The oldfasliioned 
tiiKikmakers — IhmiIIis. witli large slates, will lie 

ii.sed. and tlie pari-mntnel niaeliines will also he 
availiilde for tho.se who prefer them.

Iiaeearat. elie-niun-de fer and other 
games will he dealt. .VnoHier innovation, wliieli 
will no doidit prove (Mipnlar. will lie musle ami 
danein"- in the l•lu^dlonse during tlie progress of the 
racing.

<-i)nstrnction sonn-wlmt. luit the plant siionld lie 
eoiiiph-tefl and read.v to open h.v the time tlijs 
reaches yon. However, sisuier or later. .Mr. Rrown 
will. I am sure, he oldig-d t-i idaee anotiier la.ver 
<if sand and loam over tin- entire track, as it did 
not hsik any too safe after a lieavy shower.
